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This is a decision on the petition filed herein 16 November, 1999, under 37 C.F.R. 
§1 .137(b), ^ to revive the above-identified application. 



The petition is GRANTED. 



The record indicates that: the final Office action was mailed 25 November, 1998. 
Petitioner's response (accompanied by a request for three- (3-) month extension of 
time) was filed 27 May (mail dated May 25), 1999. A telephone interview was held 4 
June (memorialization mailed 8 June), and an Advisory action was mailed 17 August, 
1999, setting forth that the response was considered, but did not overcome the 
rejection(s). Therefore, the matter went abandoned at midnight 25 May, 1999. Notice 
of Abandonment was mailed 17 August, 1999. 

This application is being revived for the purpose of co-pendency with the continued 
prosecution application (CPA) filed contemporaneously with the petition on 16 
November, 1999. Upon completion of that application, the instant application is 
expressly abandoned.

(3) a statement that the entire delav in filing the required reply from the due date for the repiv until the filino of a aranta ble petition 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 37(b) was unintentional . The Commissioner may require additional information where there is a question 
whether the delay was unintentional; and 

(4) any terminal disclaimer (and fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1 .20(d)) required pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 37(c).
